HIGHLIGHTS OF THE 11th BOOK FAIR AND BOOK FAIR FESTIVAL 

The themes discussed in the forums held during the first 10 years of the International Book Fair of Radical 
Black & Third World Books have proved to be highly pertinent and relevant to the struggle we must wage 
for fairer, juster, more democratic and accountable societies in the 1990s. These themes included the 
significance of culture for change in society. 

The reordering of the world economy, taking place because of the introduction and use of the new microchip 
computer technologies, affects everyone in their day to day lives: rising unemployment hitting at all strata 
in society from miners to accountants; the individualisation of society undermining collective union action, 
introducing individual working contracts; the cutbacks in the welfare state; the opting out of schools & 
hospitals; the rise of nationalism, racism and ethnic cleansing. These are all symptoms of the restructuring 
of societies that is taking place throughout the world today. There are no easy answers or solutions. 

A thread running through the Book Fair discussions over the years has been the need to face up to the 
reality of the restructuring of society through the new technologies and to seek realistic demands to meet 
the new conditions. One such demand put forward by the Book Fair director and other speakers at the Book 
Fair has been for ‘a shorter working week, a shorter working life and more time for rest, 
recreation and cultural creativity’. This demand is seen as being on a par with that for the eight hour 
day put forward at the end of the 19th century - a demand which at at that time was also responding to new 
technological developments changing industrial manufacture. 

In 1993, we are organising and cooperating with others to organise varied discussions and activities in the 
period running up to the Book Fair at the end of March. The Book Fair has always emphasised the need for 
open, frank and non-dogmatic discussion as the way forward in the clarification of ideas.
